He handed him a ballpoint pen, 
saying, “Son, you write me a) 
letter when you are a big man.” 


The crowds liked the big: 
Texan. They swarmed about him, 
crying, ‘“‘Long live the United 
States, champion of independ- 
ence.”” That is a new, warming 
sound, in a time of anti-U.S. 
slogans. 


At the formal dinners, at teas, 
and in meetings with the people 
in villages and cities, the John- 
sons most creditably represented 
their country. 


Senegal’s President 


Senegal’s President Senghor 
spoke well of France and the 


United States. He disclaimed any 
part in the “campaign of vitu- 
peration between East and West.”’ 
He warned African. nations 
against falling into the error of 
attacking their former colonial 
rulers merely because they once 
were dominant. He declared a 
policy of friendship would as- 
sist, as it has in Senegal, in a 
transition to peace and true in- 
dependence. 


Senegal is a small country. It 
is the best-known area in what 
was French West Africa, and 
perhaps the most westernized. 
The Senegalese have served in 
the French army for generations 


and their record is excellent. 
Senegal boasts a_ substantial 
educated class and has _ been 


sending representatives to the 
French Parliament since World 
War I. The population is about 
three million. 

It is a small island of stability 
in a disturbed continent. It is 
free, at least for the time being, 
of hatreds and strife. It reminds 
us that not all of Africa is 
ravaged with dissension and dis- 
order. There is another hopeful 
development. 


The British, who are adminis- 
trators of the United Nations 
Trust Territory of Tanganyika, 
set Dec. 28, of this year, for the 
establishment of full independ- 
ence. The great tragedy is that 
the Belgians so completely failed 
in their attempts to guide the 
Congo through orderly processes 
to independence. 


Complication 


The Congo problem greatly has 
complicated the working out of 
independence for Tanganyika, 
Kenya and Uganda. But British 
prestige presently is improved 
because of her stand in the Com- 
monwealth against the racial pol- 
icy of the South Africans. Her 
past record of preparing colonies 
for independence is magnificent 
and inspires confidence. 


Tanganyika’s premier, Julius 
Nyerere, has announced he will 
work toward an East African 
Federation to halt what he calls 
the ‘“‘Balkanization’’ or fragmen- 
tation of Africa as the new na- 
tions emerge. 


Nationalization and the emo- 
tional hunger for independence 
and “freedom’’ now bind the con- 
tinent together. But he sees the 
day when rivalries will arise and 
the new nations may be fighting 
one another. 


This leads this new premier to 
argue that neither his country 
nor other African states should 


be armed. They cannot, he says, | 


defend themselves against great 
powers. If they have arms they 
can end up only in fighting their 
neighbors. Money, he says, is 
needed for immediate human 
needs—not armaments. 


This is good sense. It would

We later checked directly with the Pentagon 
and found its official position to be this: the film was not being 
used ‘to train troops — the Defense Department is making its own 
film of the San Francisco riots for that purpose — but Operation 
Abolition remains in some military film libraries where local of- 
ficers may use it on their own initiative. 

We printed this. We also printed in the combined Sunday paper 


a statement by Maj. 


Gen. William W. Quinn saying ‘‘We have 


received no directive, nor do we know of any, prohibiting Army use 
of the film.’’ During his speech which accused us of half-truths, 
Rep. Davis neglected to inform Congress that we had printed Gen, 
Quinn’s statement. Meanwhile, we went on checking. 


That is the background. Now, 


to complete the record, Rep. 


Davis will find that Deputy Defense Secretary Roswell Gilpatric 
sent a memorandum to the service secretaries on March 10, three 


days before Davis’ speech, saying: 


“The film Operation Abolition 


will be retained in the film libraries on an on-call basis for those 
requesting to view it, but will not be prescribed in the training of 


personnel.”’ 


Gilpatric pointed out this policy already was in effect. Perhaps 
Gen. Quinn had simply been unaware of his orders when he as- 
sured Rep. Davis he knew of no directive prohibiting Army use 


of the film.

In addition to Gilpatric’s directive prohibiting the film’s use as 
a prescribed part of troop training, the Defense Department has a 
form letter which it sends to citizens inquiring on the subject of 
Operation Abolition. The letter says: 

“Several prints were procured by the Office of Armed Forces 
Information and Education for screening, but were found unsuitable 


for use in the military information program...

Kennedy, Johnson 
Go It Together 


WASHINGTON—Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson has become the nation’s second voice to 
a degree never before seen in history. He has 


been granted by President Kennedy an unequaled tinker in the 
preparation of the highest national policy. Not even Richard Nixon in 
the Eisenhower administration was given so responsible a role. 


Being human, Johnson has re- 
sponded to Kennedy’s generosity 
with a magnanimity and loyalty 
toward his young chief. The asso- 
ciation is not too unlike that be- 
tween an infantry officer and his 
most trusted top sergeant. 


There is, however, a longer and 
more complicated truth in the 
relationship. It is friendly, ves; 
but it is no sentimental tableau. 
It does not lack a common liking, 
but it rests far more on common 
sense. 

It is, in fact, a highly practical 
concert between two tough and 
honestly ambitious men. They do 
not see absolutely eye to eye on 
everything and don’t pretend to. 
‘But they are absolutely together 
on the two vital points which have 
made and will preserve their 
partnership. They are together 
on the one great issue: how to 


.conduct the cold war. And they 


are together in their full aware- 
ness that only by staying to- 
gether can they avoid disaster to 
their own administration and to 
themselves. 


Kennedy knows that, though 
polls indicate a great rise in 
his popularity since the election, 
the fundamental fact remains that 
he won very narrowly. He knows 
that a break with Johnson, the 


leader of the moderates, would 
leave him isolated, with only the 
liberals and_  ultra-liberals for 
company. 

The President is no more than 
moderately liberal himself, He 
is not comfortable with the ultra- 
liberals, even apart from his 
awareness that ultra-liberals will 
give any Democratic administra- 
tion as much unnecessary trouble 
as effective help. 

Vice President Johnson also 
knows several things. One is that 
there can be only one president at 
a time. Even if any vice presi- 
dent wanted to challenge any 
president, he would be almost 
certifiably insane to do so. 


Another is that the success of 
the Kennedy administration is as 
meaningful to him as to the Presi- 
dent. After all, if Kennedy’s job 
is such as to bring about his re- 
election, the end of his second 
term will open an opportunity for 
Johnson himself. Without Ken- 
nedy’s active: consent, Johnson 
could never receive such a nomi- 
nation. 

And, finally, the vice president 
well knows that he has been able 
to become the country’s second 
voice precisely because he has 
kept it the second voice and 
never tried to make it the first.

By a happy and fortuitous fall of circumstances I have had to do precious 
little job-hunting in my life. But from that little I remember.enough to feel a 
hot rush of pity for every job applicant who is abroad in the land today. 
so nervous at the age of 15 when I applied for my first newspaper job that I rode to town

up in the rumble seat of our old car to keep from crumpling the skirt of the new dress Muv had 
run up for the occasion. And things weren’t any easier for me a decade later when I walked 
up to the front door of the old Constitution, a grown woman with three children. 


The old building was loaded 
with glamour for me. | loved 
its cupolas and turrets and the 
feeling that Henry Grady and 
Joel Chandler Harris had 
worked there. The _ elevator 
was so slow I was sure it was 
out of order and, being too shy 
to ask, I climbed the five flights 
of stairs to the editorial offices 
and was gasping like a gaffed 
flounder when admitted to the 
presence of the editor.

There is an element of urgency 
in the current policy debate be- 
cause Castro’s Communist sup- 
porters are now training Cuban 
pilots in the use of Soviet Mig 
fighters in Czechoslovakia. It is 
feared here that unless something 
is done fairly soon nothing short 
of direct military intervention b\ 
United States forces will 
enough to shake the Castro gov- 
ernment’s hold over the people. 


The State department estimates 
that in the past nine months 30,- 
000 tons of arms valued at over 
$50 million have gone from Com 
munist countries to Cuba. If this 
continues. some officials argue, 
Castro will be able to maintain 
himself in power even if the 
overwhelming majority of the 
Cuban people turn against him. 

One decision has already been 
made here. The President 


moves against the Castro regime, 
U.S. forces are not to be used. 


It is known, however, that some 
time before President Kennedy 
took office, the Cuban refugees 
were receiving economic aid and 
military instruction from U.S. 
citizens, and the question now up 
for discussion is how much fur- 
ther this movement should be 
assisted by U.S. citizens and 
funds.

But this nobleman — who when 
he went to Bath was accompanied 
by an entourage including ‘‘my 
wife, her maid, my gentleman, 
two footmen, a helper, coachman | 
and postillion, six coach horses 
and three saddle ones’’ — spent 
many hours of his time worrying 
over the handful of middle-class 
pioneers in Georgia. 

SALTY PERSONALITY 


Percival’s diary ‘‘is a master- 
piece, constituting the source 
par excellence on Georgia’s ear- 
ly history,”” Saye declares. The 
Earl's diary and his criticism of 
some pioneers’ complaints even 
today bristle with Percival’s rath- 
er salty personality. 


Principal complainers were led | 
by a Dr. Pat Tailfer. The physi- | 
cian and several other early Geor- 
gia settlers left Savannah for 
“Charles-Town”’ and wrote some- 
thing they called “‘A True and 
Historical Narrative of the Colony 
of Georgia in America.”’ 


Percival, examining the manu- 
script, wrote his comments be- 
tween paragraphs. In 1960 the 
University of Georgia Press is- 
| sued the combination as fourth of 
the Wormsloe Foundation publi- 
cations, 

PRAISED JEWS 

The Earl's critique ranges from 
a denial of the pioneers’ com- 
plaint of no rum (“Eleven of our 
best workmen killed themselves 
with rum,” Percival scrawled) to 
a defense of the arrival of a boat- 
load of Jewish volunteer settlers. 


The Jews ‘‘behaved so well as 
to their morals, peaceableness 
and charity that they were a re- 
proach to the Christian inhabi- 
tants,” Percival commented 
crisply. 


The Earl’s own diary records 
'“‘a blessed rain at Savannah 
‘which had been greatly wanted’’ 
(April 30, 1743). He notes the 
send over of 300 pairs of shoes, 
the ‘‘number of souls (256) in 
Ebeneezer,” and the fact that 
‘‘indigo flourishes in Georgia . 
and olive trees drop their fruit 
untimely.’”’ He was concerned 
over the Creek Indian’s civil war, 
the illness of a silk-winder and the 
“daughter of the widow Fitzwal- 
ter struck dead by lighting and 
thunder in her mother’s house.” 
BACKS OGLETHORPE 

Reports of a certain gentleman 
“living in a tavern and making 
himself cheap in all companies’’ 
really upset the Irish peer. He 
was likewise distressed by an 
oral report to the trustees that 
“the people of Savannah are 
‘many of them lewd and drunken 
‘of Rum in spight of the law 
against it... even to the killing 
themselves and . are very 
lazy.” 


Again and again he defended 
the founder of Georgia: ‘‘Always 
a fling at Mr. Oglethorpe!’’ the 
Earl snorts once, and again, 
“Some falsity always trumped 
up.” 
| When Oglethorpe returned to 
| “ngland, the general disapproved 
'the Georgia trustees’ policies and

He spends all of 
his time talking about the ones 
that got away.” 


If you don’t believe that, pay 
close attention to the next tur- 
key shooter who is inclined to 
regale you with his adventures. 
You can get odds that he’ll be 
telling about the gobbler he 
missed, rather than a bird 
which finally reached the pot, by 
one route or another. The reason 
—you've already guessed it, of 
course—is that the missed birds 
make for much more conversa- 
tion because they so greatly out- 
number the other kind. 


This being gobbler season in 
Alabama, I couldn’t resist the 
invitation of my old friend, 
Turkey Johnson — that’s his 
name—of Tuscaloosa, to spend 

' @ couple of days with him in 
the Allison Lumber Company 
woods, below Bellamy. Last 
year I was with T. Johnson 
when he knocked off an ac- 
ceptable gobbler, and write a 
story about our experience in 
the current Outdoor Life. 


“We thought,”” Turkey said 
over the Bell Systems, ‘‘that you 
might come over and show Jim- 
my and me how to call up one 
of those cagy old gobblers.”’ 


Now that really hit the fan. 
Turkey Johnson and Jim Shirley 
are two of the/best gobbler hunt- 
ers in Ala , apd the thought 
of exhibiting to (either of them 
any superior skill would have 
had me rolling on the floor, ex- 
cept the telephone booth was 
too small. But I simply could not 
pass up the opportunity to get 
another lesson from those two 
old pros. 


We roosted a big gobbler late 
yesterday afternoon, and tip 
toed out of the woods after dark, 
to keep from disturbing him. 


When Turkey Johnson called 
me this morning at 3:00 o’clock— 
a.m, no less—jagged spears of 
lightning were punching at the 
earth and the thunderous quakes 
were so violent they kept the 
pictures, dancing on my bedroom 
wall. Sheets of rain slashed 
against the windows. 


“Well, goodnight again,” I 
said, as pleasantly as possible. 

“Roll out,” Turkey ordered, 
‘‘and get dressed. We got a gob- 
bler roosted.” 


At daylight we were sitting 
in the rain-drenched woods. If 
anything, the storm had grown 
worse.
